Diagnostic X Rays 
Not Radiation Hazard

What would you do as East

Most of us are familiar with 


X-ray films without knowing 
much about the rays that 
make them. X rays cannot be 
seen. felt, tasted, heard nor 
smelled, but their presence 
can be easily detected by 
using a sensitized film. When 
they are directed toward the 
human 
body, they readily 


penetrate most of the soft 
tissues but not the teeth, 
bones or various contrast 
media used to study the stom- 
ach and other hollow organs. 
The images projected on film 
may reveal a great deal about 
the changes in the body pro- 
duced by disease or injury. 


In order to prevent damage 


to body tissues exposed, to X^ 
rays,' the ! durationv''ot 'exX 
posure, size of the beam of 
rays, distance of the body 
from the source of the rays, 
amount of shielding, strength 
of the current used and other 
factors must be carefully con- 
trolled. The effectiveness of 
the protective measures used 
is under continual study and 
improved methods are still 
being discovered. 


Diagnostic X-ray examina- 


tions are only one source of 
radiation to which the human 
body is exposed. The average 
dose of radiation to the re- 
productive glands (testicles 
and ovaries) from the atmos- 
phere in which we live, not 
including radioactive fallout, 
is twice as great in the course 
of a year as the average dose 
from 
X-ray 
examinations. 


This natural background radi- 
ation c o m e s from cosmic 


rays, radioactive minerals in 
the water and the earth and 
radioactivity within the body -A,, 
itself. 
AI1 


Luminous clock and watch 


dials give off only 1/100th as 
much radiation as this natural 
background. Home television 
units give off about 1/SOth 
and radioactive fallout about 
l/60th. Public health author- 
ities, after a comprehensive 
survey, concluded that diag- 
nostic X rays, as currently 
used in this country, do not 
constitute a radiation hazard. 
Meanwhile, researchers are 
continuing to Improve both 
the equipment and the techni- 
ques used to give patients 
maximal protection. ,,'X-ray 
examinations are far tooValu-' 
able a diagnostic tool to be 
allowed to fall into disuse be- 
cause of potential hazards 
that can be eliminated or con- 
trolled.

life of his Labor government

unveils in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon,-reportedly 
included 
withdrawal of most 


British forces east of Suez by 
1971, four years ahead of the 
target announced last July, and 
cancellation or reduction of the 
billion-dollar contract to buy 50 
American Fill bombers. 


Under pressure from Prime 


Minister Lee Kuan Yew of Sin- 
gapore, the Cabinet agreed to 
keep a token presence in his is- 
land state after 1971. 


WiJso's statement will be fol- 


lowed by a two-day debate, be- 
ginning Wednesday, At its con- 
clusion Thursday will come a 
vote of confidence in which the 
government is assured of victo- 
ry by the Labor party's Corn-
